Open Letter From a Coal Miner. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


rews, much has been said about the high 
wages of coal miners, their agreement, 

«ete. There seems to be a well-organized 
propaganda to make it appear to the pub- 
lic that the miner has no cause or rea- 
son for making any demands to the oper- 
etors. So I wish to make just a few 
statements concerning the conditions un- 
cer which we work, wages, cost of living. 
prices of coal, etc. 

In a recent issue of your paper it was 
stated that coal miners make $20 a day. 
Possibly some miners make this much 
some days; but it is absolutely untrue and 
misleading when applied to the miners 
@s a class. Many miners work less than 
$00 days a year, and the majority of them 
receive less than $1500 a year. But a 
recent investigation by the Federal] Labor 
Bureau showed that $2262 is the mini- 
mum annual expense for a family of five 
to live at all decently. Please remem- 
ber that in this community, for instance, 
a miner must load 30 tons of coal to get 
$20; a machine runner must cut 160 tons 
to get $20, and while he is doing that the 
mine owner receives $11 for the use of 
the machine. The 30 tons of coal when 
delivered to you folks in St. Louis costa 

» $200 or more, doesn’t it? People here 

in Carlinville in sight of the mines are 
paying over $4 a ton for coal for which 
the miners are getting much less than a 
dollar to produce. Rent for homes fit to 
live in here runs from $250 to $500 a 
year. A common laborer would have to 
work 365 days in the year to make $1800 
at the present scale. — 

Now, woile the operators are trying to 
get the public to believe that the miners 
are paid such high wages, and that any 
increase in wages would be exorbitant. 
why don’t they show what they are ge‘- 
ting for their share of the work of pro- 
guction? They know and have a record 

: of just exactly what the miners are pai4, 
and can easily compute just what each of 
the owners is paid. Our books are open, 
theirs are closed. Suppose they make a 
statement of the actual cash capital in- 
vested, charge a fair interest on it, allow 
for a fair sinking fund to pay for the 
mine property, and then tell their exact 
profits, and let us see who {fs profiteering. 
Or let us see that they are not profiteer- 
ing at the-expense of the miner and con- 
gumer.- The fact is they charge up a!! 
kinds of extras to increase their swollen 
profits. They allow their officers salaries 
far higher than any coal miner receives 
for his dangerous work. Your paper re- 
cently quoted P. H. Greenlaw as saying 
that the operators have a fixed charge of 
2.6 cents a ton for “legal and miscellane- 
ous expenses.” Now, there is one mine 
in this county that mined over 1,000,000,- 
000 iast year. According to my arithmetic 
this would allow $26,000 a year for such 
expenses at that one mine, although al- 
most every imaginable kind of expenses 
had already been charged up to the pro- 
duction of the coal. 

In regard to an “agreement,” I will say 
that the operators also made an agree- 
ment. We say that our akreement has 
expired. Evidently the operators believe 
thelr agreement has expired, since they 
are now charging much more for coal 
than when the agreement was made, al- 
though they do not admit they should 
Givide this increase with the real pro- 
@ucers of the coal.

| FANATICISM RUNNING AMUCK. 

The madness which drives the prohibition fanatics 
and their humble servants in Congress to override 
all rights and interests to gain their ends, was well 
illustrated by the action of the House of Representa- 
tives in rushing a vote to pass the war-time prohi- 
bition act over the President’s veto. No time was 
given for fair discussion or deliberation, although the 
President’s veto message contained counsel calling 
for serious reflection. 

Mr. Wilson tells Congress that the act deals with 
two distinct phases of prohibition legislation—one 
the enforcement of the constitutional amendment, 
which is fundamental law, and the other with “the 
enforcement of an act which was passed by reason 
of the emergencies of the war and whose objects 
have been satisfied in the demobilization of the 
army and navy,” the repeal of which he had sought 
at the hands of Congress. 

Telling Congress that it can easily separate these 
two questions, the President embodies in his message 
two remarks full of sound practical wisdom: 


Where the purposes of particular legislation 
arising out of war emergency have been Satis- 
fied, sound public policy makes clear the reason 
and necessity for repeal.

In all matters having to do with the personal 
habits and customs of large numbers of our peéo- 
ple we:must be certain that the established 
processes of legal change are followed. In no 
other way can the salutary object sought to be 


be made satisfactory and permanent. 

These wise maxims of public policy cannot be fg- 
nored without disaster. The tyrannous policy of the 
Anti-Saloon League lobby and its subservient con- 
gressional adherents in misusing their power and in- 
dulging in excesses tends to make the law hateful and 
bring it into contempt. Reaction is the inevitable 
consequence of excess. Unfortunately, all law is 
brought into contempt when a legislative lie is forced 
into the statutes by despotic methods. 
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STILL IN A STATE OF WAB. 
In the event of a coal strike the Government is said 
to be preparing to act under the war legislation re- 
lating to food and fuel supply. That legislation con- 
tains potent provisions for the safeguarding of the 
public welfare and, unlike the case of the war pro- 
hibition act, passed some days after the armistice, 
there was no straining of the theory of the war 
powers of Congress in its enactment. From the legal 
point of view the status of this country is still one 
of war. Even many of those who, remembering that 
we are still at war with Germany, hope that ratifica- 
tion of the treaty will end that status within a short 
time, fail to recall one important fact. 
Had the final vote on the treaty come yesterday, 
immediately after the Johnson amendment was dis- 
posed of and had the instrument been ratified, we 
would still be at war with Austria. And the peace 
treaty with Austria was only accepted by Austria 
herself Monday. Before a peace status can come to 
us that treaty must encounter we know not what 
ordeals in the American Senate.

CITIZEN JOHN HENRY BERNSTORFF. 

A correspondent who recently visited former Am- 
bassador Bernstorff says that the late member of 
the Washington diplomatic corps has three times 
been offered the appointment of Minister for Foreign 
Affairs of the new*German Government, each time 
refusing. He predicts that very soon after peace is 
declared Bernstorff will become the head of the for- 
eign department. 

The ex-Ambassador is now president of the Demo- 
kratic Club, it being assumed from his long residence 
in America that he must be an authority on democ- 
racy. This club is said to include many of the ablest 
Germans of today and to be the most powerful po- 
litical organization in the country. Consistent with 
his membership he has divested himself of al) re- 
minders of Prussian feudalism. He has dropped both 
the “Count” and the “Von” that used to be written 
in front of his name and is now plain John Henry 
Bernstorff. 

One section of an interview given the correspond- 
ent lends plausibility to the prediction that Citizen 
Bernstorff expects to essay a world role in charge of 
German foreign interests. He affirms that he was 
entirely innocent of any complicity in the plots of 
Messrs. Boy-Ed and Von Papen and that Secretary 
Lansing admitted that there was no reason to sus- 
pect that he was connected with them. His desire 
to render himself a persona grata to American opin-

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LEWIS BEFOGS THE ISSUE. 

The acting President of the United Mine Workers, 
Mr. John L. Lewis, professes ardent devotion to the 
country’s institutions and traditions, and, invoking 
the name of Abraham Lincoln, he thanks God he 
lives in a country where men may strike. That is 
his comment on President Wilson’s ultimatum that 
the Government will not permit the unlawful and un- 
justifiable strike of the coal miners which Mr. Lewis 
has ordered. : 

The high-sounding words of the coal miners’ 
spokesman are worse than meaningless. The at- 
tempt is made to conceal] beneath professions of pa- 
triotism a sinister, brutal disregard of the people's 
right to live. There is the further attempt to create 
an issue that has not been joined. 

The coal miners’ right to strike has not been chal- 
lenged by President Wilson. What has been chal- 
lenged is their right to engage in an unlawful, unjusti- 
fiable strike which would bring destruction to Amer- 


homes. 

Let us consider the right which Mr. Lewis is un- 
dertaking to set up and defend. Is it not the right 
to strike in sheer defiance of the public welfare, of 
appealing to force before the means of orderly ad- 
justment are exhausted?

With the steady march of hu- 
man progress, our interdependence every day 
increases. Bernard Shaw says the severest test 
of civilization in an individual is work in com- 
mittee. There the independence of the individ- 
ual, a thing as strong in the barbarian as it is 
weak in the civilized man, reaches the disap- 
pearing point. All walkouts in committee and 
in similar efforts of men to reach a common 
agreement are an indication of failure upon the 
part of civilization. If we are up to it, we 
stick and agree; if we are not up to it, we fly 
to pieces and disagree. Thus, as our interde- 
pendence increases and our independence de- 
creases, we lean all the time heavier upon one 
another's capacity for co-operation. Liquor im- 
pairs this capacity. It is knowh to do that. No 
one sitting in committee seeking common pro- 
cedure but quakes when someone fired with 
liquor comes in. He is not himself. That prin- 
ciple applies to every work and walk of life, even 
to the home. We are fast drawing together.

We 
must be everything the uncivilized man is not— 
nothing that liquor makes. us. What do you 
think of it?
